NICELY PACKED FIGS. 


A Machine Which Does the Work in 


a Perfect Manner. 


A sample boi of figs were left at this 


office yesterday by S. N. Mitrovich, the 
manager of the Fresno Fig Packing 
Company, one of the pioneers in the tig 
industry in thla county. This company 
shipped yesterday 100 ten-pound boxes 
to San FranciBCO. They were packed 
by machine at the Fresno Agricultural 
Works. This machine was made by 
Jarnea Porteous, and great things are 
expected ot it in the future. 
The figa are pressed into shape of 


cubes, each tig to itself, and are thus 
placed in tlie boxes, fltting like bricks. 
The advantage consists principally m 
the ease with ^whicli the retail seller can 
remove a few liga from the box without 
pulling all the others loose, as lie is 
obliged to do with figs packed m the 
old way. 
The company shipped this season 


more than 4000 ten-pound boxes, besides 
looae ones in sacks. Mr. Mitrovich was 
awarded a premium at tho World's 
Fair aud also at the Midwinter Fair.

ATED. 


The massacre of thousands of tlefenee- 


Io3s Armoniane by the Turks was 
scarcely to bo expected at the closo of 
the nineteenth century. But civiliza- 
tion with its accompanying enlighten- 
ment has been alow in finding its way 
into the councils of tlic Ottoman gov- 
ernment. The lesson taught by the last 
war with Russia, brought on by Turkish 
cruelty against Christians, seems to 
have been forgotten by the Mohamme- 
dan Sultan, and it mny be necessary for 
him to learn anew that inhumanity 
against a defenseless people, although 
they may be hie own subjects, will not 
bo tolerated by the other countries of 
Europe. 


The demands made by the British 


Ambassador of Tarkoy, Phillip Carrie, 
for an immediate and thorough investi- 
gation is said to have caused consterna- 
tion tmone tho officers of the Turkish 
government, who have been doing all 
in tbeir power to keep the facts and de- 
tails of the massacre secret. 


The treaty of Berlin which settled ip 


the affairs of the war of 1878-79 between 
Kusflia snd Turkey contained a clause 
by which the powers of Europe pledced 
themselves to ace that the Armenians 
were fairly treated. If it shall be ascer- 
tained that the slaughter took place as 
reported, all that will remain for 
Eng- 


land, France, Austria, Germany and 
Russia to do will be to bring the govern- 
ment of Turkey to an accounting in 
abort order. They should and probably 
will declare Armenia's independence of 
Turkey, «B was done in the case of Ro- 
mania and Serf ia.

CLEVELAND APPROVES. 


He Assures "Our People" That He 


Favors the Bonds. 


From theSan Francisco Chronicle. 


The President has hartened to assure 


the country that he heartily approves of 
Mr. Carlisle and of Mr. Carliale's new 
issue of bonds. The occasion for thia 
declaration by Mr. Cleveland was a 
story which appeared a few days ago to 
the effect that there had been a dis- 
agreement between the Secretary and 
the President concerning the affairs of 
the treasury. But Mr. Cleveland says 
with emphaeis that this is not true; 
that there has never been tho slightest 
difference between them, and that they 
have agreed exactly in regard to the 
matter of issuing i'OinIa. In fact, tho 
President, while fully imloreinj: nil that 
Mr. Carlisle baa done or proposes to do, 
declines to take any credit to himself in 
respect to the bond issue, or to the now 
scheme for the reformation of the cur- 
re n:y which IB to bo presented to con- 
gress, and which rumor has said was 
wing formulated by Mr. Cleveland hira- 
f- .f. With nnexiimpled modesty, influ- 
enced possibly bv caution, the President 
Bny» that Mr. Carlisle is entitled to the 
whole credit, though he (Mr. Cleveland) 
approves of it all. 


This will not bo news, however, to 


anybody who is familiar with the atti- 
tude of the administration toward Wall 
street. The regardful and sympathetic 
harmony which the President descrihea 
as existing between himself and the 
secretary of the treasury is quite typical 
of the relations between them and the 
monetary clique of New York, who af- 
fect to dominate tho finances of tho 
country. 


Wall strcetr—the money power of New 


York—has absolutely dictated the finan- 
cial policy of the administration from 
the day that Mr. Carlisle took office. It 
was not necessary that Mr. Cleveland 
ahoald volunteer his indorsement of 
what the Secretary has done, witli the 
approval of tho clique, because it has 
been well known all along that tho Pres- 
ident was hiuid-in-glove with them in 
every tiling. 


Ni'verthelns*, thia voluntary assump- 


tion by Mr. Cleveland of equal responsi- 
bility for the proposed additional bond 
issue will enable the country to llx the 
blame where it belongs. Mr. Cleveland 
Is the head ot the Democratic party, 
and that party will be held renpuiiaibid 
for the moat outrageous and disgraceful 
financial job that the country has over 
known. 
It is almost inconceivable that tho 


Democratic majority in congress should 
be BO blinded by partisanship, eo bound 
up by political exigencies as to permit 
tho secretary of the treasury, who is cer- 
tainly amenable to congress, to issue 
$50,00.1,0-0 of 6 per cent bonds, nnd now 
to repeat the issue simply to afford the 
bankers a means for investing their idle 
money. There was not the nliglitost ne- 
cessity in February last for the first 
issue, and there I? no necessity now. 


Take the condition of the treasury at 


present: The actual cash on hand in 
gold, silver and currency, including n 
small amount of minor coins, aggregates 
tho enormous sum 
of 
$754,546.011, 


Against this there are outstanding cer- 
tificates and treasury notes amounting 
to $007,480,421. The monthly treasury 
statement shows some other "demand 
liabilities," inoitly fictions of bookkeep- 
ing, aggregating $39,719,555. 
Of thia 


amount, for instance, $13,170,380 stands 
to the credit of disbursing officers and 
should not be classed as liabilities, but 
as assets. However, even tbe treasury 
bookkeeping showed on November 1st a 
cash balance of $107,340,145. Allowing 
that the present rate ot deficit should 
continue, which no one expects, there is 
enough money oil hand to meet every 
demand for many months to come. 


Congress is to meet in less than three 


weeks and could be relied upon to in- 
crease the revenues if necessary. Why 
should Mr. Carlisle, witti the sanction 
of tbe President, b»ve hastened at this 
juncture to float bonds? Why did he 
not wait until congress could meet? 
Why should money be borrowed at 5 
per cent interest when 3 ' per cent or 
even 2 per cent bonds could be sold at 
par? Of course, the bonds that are to 
be sold will bring a high premium, but 
that will not change the fact that the 
people will have to pay interest on 
$100,0;'0,OGO for ten years at the rate of 
(5.000,000 a year. 


Why has this administration issued 


bonds? Simply to meet a demand of 
the money clique oi New York for invest- 
ment. Tbe pretense is that it is necessary 
in order to keep up the gold reserve 
and strengthen the credit of the nation. 
But if a ythiug would impair tho credit 
ot the government at this time it would 
8«em that a confession of the necessity 
of borrowing in times of profound peace 
would have that effect. 
Tho truth ia 


that our credit ia not and has not been 
affected up to this time in the slightest 
degree. The bankers are tumbling over 
each other to get Mr. Carlisle's bonds, 
for which they will pa? in gold. Thia 
gold they can withdraw from tbe treas- 
ury again whenever they want it by pre- 
senting greenbacks that they hold to 
more than six timee tho amount of gold 
which will be realized from tbe bonds.

That 
waa tho tlrat country in the world to 
adopt Christianity, and it has been 
classed as a Christian land ever since. 


It is a country with a literature in- 


ferior only to that of tho classic coun- 
tries of antiquity. Tho people under 
different names are mentioned in an- 
cient history hundreds of years before 
Christ. 
Tho Biblical tradition places 


the resting place of Noah'a ark in that 
country.

"Tftikins about turkeys," remarked 


County Rewrder Smith NorrisycBterday 
ae rome on« h»d finished ft story which 
had tlie foolishness of birds for its sub- 
ject, "J Remember an incident which 
happened just twenty-one years ago this 
month, and I shall never forget it. I 
made up my mind then that of all the 
fools in the world turkeys arc entitled 
to the medal. It was a funny incident, 
but waB a rather expensive one to me, 
and to Ohl .Man Jones who was called on 
to help foot the loss because lie owned 
hall the turkey P. 


"1 will lull you lion- it happened. We 


had gone into the turkey business pretty 
heavily ami hud bought up all we could 
get between Fresno river and Visatta, 
and had l«twecn 2000 and 3000 in one 
band. 
"We herded them like Bheep, 


driving tbi'in from place to place in 
ecftrch of mabt and grasshoppers, and 
now and then renting a stubble field. 
Hut that was buck in the early seventies, 
and wheat fields were pretty scarce. So 
we drove lh« turkeys to the foothille in 
October, 3873, to feed them on acorns 
and manxanita berries, or anything that 
could be picked np. 


"Old Man 
.Tones, while scouting 


aronnd one day discovered that Table 
mountain was covered with grasshop- 
pers, and he said we would do well to 
take the turkeys up there aud let them 
forage on the hoppers; aud I took 
them. We found the whole face of the 
earth covered with grasshoppers, aud 
we spread the lurkeye out in a line 
from one side of the flat top of the 
mountain to the other, and they made a 
clean sweep us they went, and de- 
voured about twenty acres ol the insects 
* day and kept it up for more than two 
weefce, and then the crisis dime. 


"Wo had by this time worked up close 


to the north end of tne mountain next 
to the San Joaquiu river. The moun- 
tain here ends in a precipice sheer down 
a couple of thousand feet, and the river 
winds like & thread at the base. It will 
make any man dizr.y to look down. The 
summit of the mo'untaiu here narrows 
to a Bharp point, almost overhanging 
tLe San Joaquin. 
The turkeys ap- 


pro-, tied nearer and nearer to this 
place, driving vtfct ewarma of grass- 
hoppui s before them, aud we were 
elateu to think that the insects could 
no( fh.;.ipc much longer, but must soon 
be coi..ered and be eaten by the thous- 
sndu ..i turkeys. 


"A..iut '2 o'clock in the afternoon

pwe ..at had been moving abend of the 
turKi-vs for ewveral days came to tin1 


edfcU of the precipice, and seeing the 
fowlB closing in upon them, over they 
went in a vast swarm. 
"What do you think the turkeys did? 


Bight over tliat cliff, 2000 feet straiKht 
down, they went. 
AVe tried to stop 


them, hot every last turkey went over 
the cliff. 


"Well, it was a eight to behold, nnd 


although it was twenty-one years uuo, I 
remember it as vividly as if it were tak- 
ing place before my cyee. A turkey is a 
Erctly good Ilyer when is has a chance, 


ut these were so thick that they could 


not spread their wings, and down they 
went like lumps of lead, and when they 
Etrack the rock near the river the sound 
wan almost beyond belief. It eeetned as 
if the mountain had toppled over. The 
turkeys were crushed to a jelly, of 
course, and the feathers that tilled the 
air were like ablacU cloud. In fact,Old 
Han Jones who waa thcii three miles 
away, near Temperance Fiat, saw the 
cloud of fen there and thought a black 
thtimlcr rlond w:ia hfinginir agraitiBt Uio 
face of Table mountain, lie was the 
more inclined to believe that such was 
the case, because the sound made by the 
turkeys striking the bottom of the canon 
wae like thunder. 


"Koi quite all the turkeys perished in 


the catastrophe," continued Recorder 
Norris. "At first eight it looked aa if 
all had gone down together, and flo far 
ae saving any of them, they might as 
well have all landed in one heap. But 
several hundred of them succeeded in 
getting their wings eprcad, and away 
t'hcy sailed toward'the plains, and were 
scattered over ten counUi'

MIGRATION OF 


•Mtolj Through Vwt PHI •••••. 


The hutiiict which guide* « yowg 


bird, without either experience or tho 
ielp of ite parents, across v«t expanses 
of laud and water to the whiter qoartoni 
of itn species lias bccu described by the 
irrcjitest nntnraliet aud engv of modern 
limes as "tho unknown power." While 
tho necessity of obtaining an adequate 
amount of food is undoubtedly an im- 
portant factor iu tho cause of migration, 
It call only have a partial operation, in- 
::smnch as Hie spring journey north. 
\rard is commenced from a country 
teeming in mauy coses with desirable 


les. Another inexplicable phejiouie- 
\vluch proves conohisivoly that 


licit her food supplies nor climatic diffi- 
culties croato the impulse for change, is 
furnished by the cross migration which 


on regularly during tho autumn be- 


tween this country ami tho continent 
among birds of tlio same species. 


Some idea of thu grout power under- 


lying tlio impulse to migrate may bo 
gained whou it is mentioned that swal- 
lows hove been known to perish rather 
than forsake their young in a flre, yet 
they will leave their second callow 
brood in obedience to this mysterious 
instinct, Tho force that is stronger than 
tho devotion of motherhood must indeed 
bo great! There is 110 evidence to prove 
that any of onr summer visitors breed 
in their winter quarters with the excep- 
tion of tho sand martin, so that doubt- 
less tho mere desire to perpetuate tho 
species governs tho flight worth. This 
theory is based upon the fact that, while 
tho flight south is led by young birds of 
tho year, the journey north in tho spring 
is led by old ones that h»vo already 
known the joys and cares of parenthood. 


Marked swifts have boon known to 


build iii tho same chimney seven years 
in Fr.ccps5ion. Birds have a marvelous 
faculty for calculating time, as is prov- 
ed by tho fact that, some species arrive 
and tafco their departure to a day, nnd 
this -without reference to tho weather, 
although it has been-asceitfiiiJiid that 
thev dislike a following wind as much 
ns a head wind, ou account of the dis- 
arrangement it- causes among their fly- 
ing and steering feathers. 
Why the 


kingouzel sometimes migrates singly 
and at others iu flocks is as inexplicable 
as tho local limitations of the uightin 
pale. Tho latter bird docs not extend its 
range farther west than the valley of 
Exo nor much farther north than York. 
Birds are wonderfully conservative in 
their ijii-n\itory rn,jto«. thn quails pur- 
suing the same course today as when 
they "came up and covered tho camp 
of tho Israelites." These great aerial 
highways aro neither tho 'nearest nor 
the safest to and from their winter re- 
sorts, according to man's judgment, bnt 
there is strong geological authority for 
supposing that thuir far distant pro- 
genitors flew over narr.ow necks of land 
where wateruowexists. lucloarwcath- 
cr birds perform their migratory flights 
fit Tnimeliso altitudes, but in dull weath- 
er, when neither moon nor star is visi- 
ble, they fly low, and their ranks ore 
thiuDod by enormous losses.—London 
Spectator.
